Herrings, dreffed in other countries, after the order of 
thefe Countries, whereby this chiefe Trade fhould bee 
decayed heere, and the Inhabitants of thefe Countryes 
damnified, ifthat we make not prouifion in time againft 
fuch pradtifes. Therefore Wee, after mature Indge- 
ment and deliberation haue forbidden and interdicted, 
and by thefe Prefents doe forbid andinterdid, all, and 
every one, as well Home-borne and Inhabitantes, as 
ftrangers frequenting thefe parts,° to takevp any Her- 
ring-barrels, or halfe ones prepared for any kind of nets 
in any Ship, Towne,or Hauen of the vnited Prouinces, 
‘tobe fent into other Countries or Places,vpon paine of 
confifcation of the fame, and the fhip alfo wherein they 
fhalbe found, befides a penalty of 200. of Netherlandith 
filuer Royals for the firft time, and for the fecond time 
aboue confifcation of Ship-and Gaods,and 402.0fthe 
faide Royals of filuer, and for the third time ,abouc cons 
fifcation of (hip and goods, and 600. ofthe faide Roy- 
als of filucr: and:corporall punifhment: all which confi 
cations and penalties (hall be diftributed, one third pare 
tothe profit ofthe Plaintife, one third part to the poor, 
andone third part to the Officers: where the faide con- 
fifcation thallbe demanded: and not onely they fhalin- 
curre this penalty, which after fhall be taken wvith the 
deed, but they alfo, that within one yeare after the deed 
fhall bee cofwigted: and that none may pretend igno- 
rance, and thar this order may bein all places duely ob- 
ferned and the offenders punifhed according to inftice:

-comimandement, and te proceede and caufe tobe pro- 
ceeded again{t the Offenders, without grace.fauour,dif- 


fimulation or compofition ; becaufe wehaue founde it 


_ neceffary for the good and benefite of the faide vnited
